A.S. gove

Students at California State 
Northridge voted to 
entire student body 


University 
oust the 
government 

Students voted 1,383 to 605, 
during a two-day election in 
September, against the 
government. There are 28,000 
students at Northridge. A new elec- 
tron is set for Oct. 22 and 23 at Nor- 
thridge 

Kevin Roderick, managing 
editor of the Daily Sundial, told 
The State Hornet Tuesday that the 
A. S. Constitutional Court voted 
to overturn the election after the 
Election Committee decided that 
office seekers were guilty of unfair 
campaign practices 

But then. Roderick says, the 
court reversed itself, voting 3-2 to 
uphold the election. The jurists had 
been appointed by President Jim 
Conrad who won a second-term 
election in the spring 

However, the students who 
voted apparently decided Conrad 
had too much power and the 
court’s action triggered the recall 
election 

The entire court has resigned, at 
the request of the student senate, 
Roderick says 

(Students at Califorma State 
University Sacramento have 
mapped the first draft of a petition 
to recall ASI officers here, The 
State Hornet has learned.) 


Daily Sundial editors 
believe their student recall election 
is the first in The Califorma 
University and Colleges’ system

Peaple campaigned for their 
choices within 50 feet of the polling 
booths and some wore T-shirts, ap- 
parently into booths, with 
President Conrad's name printed 
on them 


According to Daily Sundial 
reporter Chuck Whitten, campaign 
posters were posted illegally and 
the Election Committee Chair was 
not‘at his booth until 5 p.m. on the 
first day ofthe election and no com- 
mittee member was available until 
after 9am 

Professor Ed Bankston, Elec- 
tion Committee advisor. was left 
with the booth-setting-up task. 

Reporter Whitten says that in 
the resulting confusion poll wat- 
chers were uninformed and some 
students were not allowed to vote 

Nine Vance, a gradnate student, 
started the recall petition by getting 
3,000 valid signatures.

What ts it like to be a physically 
handicapped college graduate with 
a Masters Degree?

Handicapped 
students at CSUS, however, are 
finally getting some help in starting 
their careers

An audited financial statement 
of the Hornet Foundation was 
released at last Monday's Hornet 
Foundation Board of Directors 
meeting. The statement shows the 
bookstore with a profit of 
$132,000, the cafeterias with a loss 
of $87,000 and the Dining Com- 
mons with a loss of $64,000. 

It was announced at the meeting 
that the California State University 
and Colieges Board of Trustees 
Internal Audit staff had conducted 
an audit of the Hornet and CSUS 
Foundations, although no further 
information was presented.

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Pan African studies 


education oriented

Among the’ temporary 
buildings near the Guy West 


Bridge is the Pan African Studies 
Program office. When viewing the 
office from the outside it appears 
tiny; vet once inside | was shocked 
al tts size it was timer 

| was greeted by Pan African 
Studies Director Otis Scott. For 
some reason I expected to be 
greeted by a imposing Black man 
wearing a dashiki and speaking 
with a heavy African accent. | was 
somewhat startled when instead | 
found myself shaking hands with a 
small, bespectacied, soft spoken 
man, wearing waffle stompers and 
a sweater. Scott spoke very freely 
about the Pan African Studies 
program with little prompting 
from me. So as I did in the inter- 
view. I'll let him take over. 

“Basically the Pan African 
Studies Program is a component, 
or one quarter, of the Ethnic 
Center. The Ethnic Center is the 
academic unit which comprises the 
Asian American Studies, The 
Native American Studies, The 
Chicano Studies, and the Pan Af- 
rican Studies 

“The program itself is an 
academic program which pulls 
together in a logical manner all the 
Black Studies programs here on 
campus. By structure, we're inter- 
departmental. | would say that 99 
per cent of our courses are aligned 
with a_ traditional academic 
department. For example, we offer 
art courses which are also in the 
Art Department. We offer courses 
in’ History, Literature. Com- 
munications, and political studies 


All these courses are offered 
through their respective 
departments 

“The number of programs 


offered varies with the semester. | 
would say that most of our courses 
are offered during the first 
semester. This is the same as most 
academic departments which offer 
the majority of their courses during 
the fall semester. We offer 
anywhere from 20-25 courses dur- 
ing the fall semester and may slack 
off to 20-22 courses during the spr- 
ing semester.”

The staff of the Pan Afncan 
Studies program has an associated 
faculty which generally consists of 
about |2 “core” faculty menibers 
They have faculty members in art, 
political science. and English, 
offering such courses as Black or 
African art, Black politial theory, 
and Black literature 

The Pan African program ts 
allotted a portion of the budget 
allocated to the Ethnic Center 
This year the Pan African Studies 
received about $2,000 for each 
program. Most of the money goes 
for student assistant programs 
When asked if the allocated funds 
were enough, Scott said that his 
program could get along well with 
the monies allotted 

“We could always find needs for 
more money as could any special 
program. But | don't think that 
we've been hurt by the allocations 
| would like to see more money 
because there is a mathematical 
relationship between how much 
money you get and the number of 
students you can spend it on.” 

Scott contends that the ad- 
ministration is very receptive to the 
program and its needs. 

“I think that the Ethnic Center 
has cultivated a good working 
relationship with those in central 
administration We meet 
periodically with President Bond 
and Vice-President Archer and 
others in the administration. 
Speaking from the standpoint of 
my program, | think that they have 
been very receptive to single types 
of things that we have done, and 
some of the plans we have for the 
future. In many instances they have 
encouraged us to make program 
innovations.” 

Scott was particularly pleased 
with some of the achievements of 
the Pan African Studies Union 
(PASU), for which he serves as 
faculty adviser. He described 
PASU “as issues orientated” as are 
most student organizations. “They 
identify issues and then try to 
resolve them as well as they can.” 

He mentioned PASU’s efforts 
to get black students actively in- 
volved in student government. He 
also talked about PASU'’s efforts 
to establish meaningful dialogue 
between black students on campus. 

“One of the problems black 
students have on campus is that 
students just don't get together and 
talk about common problems they 
have.” 

Scott says PASU has made 
“tremendous strides” in at least 
initiating the dialogue so that 
students could come together and 
talk about problems that they 
have.

Drink no water...use a little wine

For a good many college 
students, drinking alcoholic 
beverages is a favorite pastime. 
College drinkers are commonly 
upperclassmen, come from 
wealthy families and have no deep 
interest in religion. 

But a Southern Baptist 
clergyman, the Rev. Elijah Craig, 
invented one of the brands of the 
devil's brew, bourbon, in 1789. 
Two years before he had founded 
Elijah Craig’s Classical School, 
which is today named Georgetown 
College in Georgetown, Ky. 

He named his concoction in 
honor of Bourbon County, Va. 
(now Scott County, Ky.) and sold 


the whiskey for 25 cents a gallon. 
He was not criticized for distilling 
his brew nor for the price of his 
bourbon. But there was some talk 
when he allowed betting on the 
horse racing he allowed on his 
farm. 

But the Rev. Craig was by no 
means the only clergy man in- 
volved with the production of 
alcoholic beverages. Liquor and 
churches once lived compatibly 
together. The minister’s pay was 
often with whiskey. There was once 
a denomination known as Whiskey 
Baptists, and it is undoubtedly true 
that Saint Paul’s admonition to 
Timothy —- “Drink no longer 
water, but use a little wine for they 
stomach’s sake and thine in- 
firmities” (1 Tim.5:23) — was en- 


thusiastically followed by many 
devout church members. 

The Trappist and Benedictine 
monks both produced renowned 
wines. Christian Brothers 


_ Produced a wide variety of vin- 


tages, which is said to have built St. 
Mary’s College in Moraga. 
in a decision last May, the 
California State University and 
College trustees made it possible 
for alcoholic beverages to be sold 
on campus. They authorized each 
- president to determine if alcoholic 
beverages can be sold on their cam- 
puses. CSUS President James G. 
Bond has made no decision. 
But colleges and alcoholic 
beverages have been acquainted 
for a long time. They always will

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New Bronson film, disappointment

While I have greatly enjoyed the 


majority of Charles Bronson’s 
movies up until now, | must admit 
that his newest, Hard Times, was a 
real disappointment. 

Though Bronson’s films do not 
usually win academy award 
nominations. they always offer 
plenty of fast-paced action and 
ideal escapism. The characters 
played by Bronson always seem to 
be masters of their environments. 
They are rarely afraid, never 
indecisive and always, to some 
degree, victorious. In these times of 
uncertainty and ever-changing 
morals Bronson's characters 
emerge strong and mentally secure. 
They have clear cut values to which 
they adhere and they have the 
physical strength to protect those 
values when threatened. Such at- 
tributes are what have made Bron- 
son, at 52, the world’s number one 
box-office attraction. This is no 
small accomplishment when one 
takes into account the tough 
competition presented by stars far 
younger 

However, even number ! can 
produce a mediocre film, and so it 
is with Hard Times. The film takes 
place in New Orleans in 1933; the 
economic situation ts horrendous 
and people are doing anything to 
survive. Those physically capable 
of it are streetfighting. Street- 
fighing. for the uninitiated. 1s box- 


ing for money with no time lirnits 
and no rules. One simply fights un- 
til his opponent drops. 

Speed (James Coburn) is 
managing an unsuccessful street- 
fighter until he teams up with 
Chaney (Charles Bronson). 
though Chaney states that it is not 
his career and that he is only doing 
it as temporary work, he is such a 
skillful streetfighter that before too 
long. he is the best in New Orleans. 
Eventually some underworld 
hoods, whe have it in for Speed. 
import a Chicago competitor to 
take Chaney's title from him. The 
finale is a fight to the finish with 
Speed's and possibly C haney’s lives 
hanging in the balance. All this is 
interspersed with several other 
brutal fights. a shallow love affair 
and depressing shots of New 
Orleans. 

The film’s most acute problem 
is its weak, rather pointless script. 
The characters and relationships 
are poorly defined. The characters 
really do not seem to give a damn 
about each other. This makes it ex- 
tremely difficult for the audience to 
feel any empathy. Gaping flaws 
and unanswered questions 
abound. Chaney fantastic 
fighter but no evidence ts given as 
to how or when he became one. His 
manager ts so stupid and easily 
taken that one wonders why 
Chaney. obviously smarter, wants 
him in the first place. Finally. the 
film's director, Walter Hill, seals 
the picture's fate by exhibiting no 
imagination whatsoever ‘ 
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It's 3 o'clock and it seems like 
Winter in San Francisco. Standing 
by Fort Point underneath the 
Golden Gate bridge your hair 
blows crazily. You can almost feel 
the salt spray permeating your 
skin 

The fog begins to attack from 
the ocean, distorting the bridge and 
obscuring your vision. If you look 
to the sun the fog is visible, it looks 
like a fine rain. You've entered a 
different world and it's cold 
beneath the orange hulk above 

But it’s just a typical Autumn

Justifying an $8,000 increase in 
the CSUS men’s athletic budget tor 
1975-76, interim athletic director 
Stan Wright told the Hornet that 
men's programs 
could not be cut down in quality in 


varsity sports 


order to save the financially 
chaotic JV sports 

“In order to have a viable var- 
sity program (all 12 sports), and 
with a tight budget as we have, it 
would be improper to cut varsity 
tunding in order to save the JV 
sports.” Wright told the Hornet 
when asked about the jump in 
athletic budgeting 

Wright also added that he was 
very pleased with the response of 
the students of CSUS when he ap- 
proached the student fiscal board 
and student senate with his budget 
proposal 

“I was very pleased when the 
students allowed me to present the 
budget increase request for the 
IVs." Wright) said. However 
Wright added that the present 
budget 


automatically 


increases were not 
forthcoming, and 
that the increases meant only a 
“bare minimum” just enough 
funding to cover expenses, with 
very little equipment to be pur- 
chased

included employer reluctance to 
hire a disabled person, inadequate 
transportation facilities to get to 
and from work, and architectural 
barriers on the job site that would 
prevent a disabled employe from 
fulfilling the work requirements 

Another problem has been the 
inability of public and private 
placement services to meet the 
special needs of the disabled 

Geared to serve the needs of a 
employment market 
traditional placement 
generally restrict their efforts to 
compiling files of job openings and 
potential applicants and schedul- 
ing appointments for job seekers 
with employers. Little 
usually made to “sell” a particular 
appticant to anemplover or inform 
the emplover in detail of the ap- 
plicant’s special skills and talents 

“An employer's first reaction to 
a person applying for a job is most 
important.” Barbara’ explains 
“Many employers feel ill at ease 
when faced with interviewing a 
handicapped person tor a job 
Hopefully, | will be able to meet 
first with an employer, check out 
the ob, and convince the emplover 
that the disabled student | am 
representing might just be the per- 
son he or she is looking for.” 

Ms. Barsalou’s efforts won't be 
aimed just at the emplover. A ma- 
jor part of her one-person program 
will be to prepare disabled students 
for the rigors of job hunting

“A big part of my job will be to 
train handicapped students in ways 
to make a good impression on em- 
ployers.” she said. “I will help 
students get training in how to 
write an impressive resume, how to 
analyze the requirements and 
benefits of a particule ‘ob, and 
how to prepare for an interview.” 

Many of her activities in this 
area will be coordinated through 
the present career counseling and 
placement center on campus and 
available to all students 

Barbara stresses the career 
counseling aspect of her program. 
“I won't always be trying to find 
jobs tor students. Sometimes | will 
be helping them acquire further 
training or get more education,” 
she said 

Though only a few weeks on the 
job, Barbara has already been hard 
at work. She has been busy meeting 
with students seeking career 
guidance, attending meetings on 
tair employment practice laws, and 
even successfully connecting a few 
students with potential employers 

“This work is so exciting. I'm 
really glad that | am in a position 
where I can provide a badly needed 
service.” she recently declared

perience involves working with all 
types of disabilities and age groups. 
I-have worked with the physically 
disabled. emotionally disabled, 
mentally retarded, and those with 
learning disabilities.” 

Barbara began her working ex- 
perience with the disabled at the 
age of 13 as a volunteer ward as- 
sistant at Pacific State Hospital, 
for the mentally retarded. “It was 
here that I first became aware that 
society unconsciously — dis- 
criminated against the han- 
dicapped,” she recalls 

After completing high school 
Barbara enrolled at UC Davis 
where she earned a BA degree in 
sociology in June. Her most recent 
job was with the State Department 
of Rehabilitation 

“I worked with State Rehab for 
over two years,” said Barbara. 
“That work has provided me witha 
great deal of experience. I have 
conducted intake interviews, 
counseling sessions, job 
development and placement, 
vocational guidance. follow-up 
services, and the various aspects of 
paperwork involved with provid- 
ing services to clients. | have par- 
ticipated in all aspects of the 
rehabilitation process. This ex- 
perience has been invaluable to me 
personally.” 

What is the hardest part of her 
new job? 

“Just letting the students know 
I'm here to help them.” she says.
